But Surgeon General Leonard 
Scheele, who heads the U. S. Pub­ 
lic Health Service, reiterated his 
confidence in the Salk polio vac­ 
cine and added: 
“There is nothing unusual about 
the polio picture across the na­ 
tion. It follows very closely to the 
five-year median.”

Practically every city and community in 
the nation faces a problem which comes un­ 
der the general head of juvenile delinquency. 
Youngsters of various ages seem to be more 
on the loose now than ever, and while much 
that is complained of is merely mischievous 
exuberance, gangsterism has increased and 
is creating a serious problem for police and 
enforcement officers, especially in metropoli­ 
tan centers. 
Much of this rowdyism occurs at night. To 
meet this situation many cities have invoked 
a curfew law. Youngsters are forbidden to 
be on the streets after a certain hour. These 
laws have been enforced with varying de­ 
grees of success but have not provided a 
complete solution. It is impossible to police 
an entire city and the youngsters remain on 
the streets under varying pretexts, many 
sanctioned by the parents. 
Cumming, Ga., went a bit farther when it 
adopted a curfew ordinance. This county seat 
town of 1,264 not only banished kids from 
the streets after l l o’clock, but adults as well. 
While any citizen on a legitimate mission will 
not be taken in tow, actual violators will go 
to jail. Perhaps the town fathers of Cum­ 
ming are convinced that no one could pos­ 
sibly have a legitimate reason for being on 
the streets of Cumming after l l o’clock, if 
that late. 
Putting an entire town to bed at that hour 
may strike some as going a bit too far, but 
the real danger is that Podunks all over the 
country may become enamored of the idea, 
with some going to the extreme of stopping 
traffic and demanding that tourists explain 
why thev are not at home and in bed.

Rushville is very fortunate in having a 
municipal agency that picks up both its gar­ 
bage and trash. Garbage collection is fairly 
general in cities of this size but not very 
many communities also collect the trash free 
of charge at regular periods. 
This is by way of getting around to a let­ 
ter we received from a lady complaining 
about the carelessness, or thoughtlessness, of 
some otherwise good citizens. The letter was 
the result of a club meeting discussion. 
“One of the ladies made the remark that 
one of her neighbors in town has a trash pit 
at the back of her lot where it does not both­ 
er the owner,” the letter said. “But when 
the smoke from the burning trash, garbage 
and tin cans gently wafts to the close neigh­ 
bors who are sitting on their porches trying 
to enjoy the evening air, they get very little 
enjoyment as they go into the house to get 
out of the stench. If they would not try to 
burn garbage and would burn trash in the 
morning all the smoke would be gone in a 
short time. 
“Another member lives near a neighbor 
who uses an oil drum to dump their trash, 
cans and garbage . . . and it smokes most of 
the time. I have a fine neighbor who puts his 
tin cans and trash in a wire burner and tries 
to burn the stuff and then it falls over and the 
back of his lot is one mess of burned tin cans 
and trash. 
“Now none of these fine people would think 
of dumping their trash along the highways 
but really are causing more unhappiness than 
if they did. Can’t people realize how lucky we 
are to have our trash taken away every week 
and how easy it is to put cans in a basket, 
garbage in a separate can and even papers in 
a separate container to be hauled away? 
Then the containers can be put out of sight 
for another week.” 
The lady who wrote us thinks that if the 
offenders are reminded of the nuisance they 
are creating, perhaps they will mend their 
ways and make Rushville a cleaner city. We 
think she’s right. Why not use the free serv­ 
ice that the city provides? You pay taxes for 
this service and if you take advantage of it, 
you’ll be making your neighbors happy at the 
same time.

To help Chiang fight the Communists, 
the United States gave him two billion dollars in 
aid between the end of the war and 1949. Neverthe­ 
less, he steadily lost ground to the Reds. 
On Aug. 5, 1949, the United States washed its 
hands of Chiang, giving him up as a lost cause, 
and published a record of its dealings with him. 
This paper said Chiang’s government by its own 
corruption had lost the loyalty of the Chinese peo­ 
ple. Therefore, Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
said, it would be useless for this country' to in­ 
tervene to save him. The Republicans were hot in 
their criticism of President Truman’s handling of 
Chiang. 
Late in 1949 Chiang, his government, and the 
troops he had left fled to Formosa and some islands 
much closer to the mainland than Formosa. 
On Jan. 5, 1950, Truman said the United States 
would give Chiang no military aid, direct or in­ 
direct. He said the “United States will not pursue 
a course which will lead to involvement in the 
civil conflict in China.” 
Acheson said this meant the United States would 
keep hands off Formosa. Republicans complained 
the Democrats were leaving all Asia open to the 
Communists. 
The picture changed June 25, 1950, when the 
North Korean Communists attacked South Korea. 
On June 27 Truman announced he would defend 
Korea and had ordered the 7th fleet to protect For­ 
mosa from attack by the Chinese Reds and at the 
same time to see that Chiang made no attacks on 
the Red mainland. President Eisenhower revoked 
the second part of the order Feb. 2, 1953. 
The Red Chinese hardened American determina­ 
tion to defend Formosa by entering the Korean 
War late in 1950. Ever since, it has been American 
policy to protect Formosa from Red attack. U.S. 
aid to Chiang has resumed. 
On Jan. 24, 1955, President Eisenhower asked 
Congress for, and got, formal approval to defend 
Formosa and any related areas, such as Matsu 
and Quemoy, if he thought they were necessary to 
the defense of Formosa. He has never said they 
were necessary. Nor has he ever said they weren’t.

New Fayette 
Judge Named 


INDIANAPOLIS IP-T h e Indiana 
Supreme Court granted a request 
by Fayette Circuit Judge Allen C. 
Wiles Thursday that it name a 
temporary judge for the Fayette 
court because of Wiles’ illness. 
Judge Wiles and the high court 
agreed on appointment of a former 
Supreme Court Judge, Frank N. 
Richman of Indianapolis and for­ 
merly of Columbus. 
Wiles* request for appointment 
of a judge pro tempore ended a 
long struggle by the Fayette Coun­ 
ty prosecutor, Jim C. Cordes, and 
several Connersville lawyers for a 
new judge. 
They complained that the judge’s 
illness had resulted in a backlog 
of cases, including many juveniles, 
and an overcrowded jail. 
Judge Wiles fought against re­ 
placement, and late last year the 
Supreme Court adopted a new’ rule 
giving itself power to name a judge 
pro tem to replace any judge too 
infirm to carry out his duties. 
Under the law at that time there 
was no provision for appointment 
of a judge pro tem by anyone ex­ 
cept the judge holding the bench. 
The 1955 Legislature enacted into 
statute the rule the Supreme Court 
had adopted, and provided a $25 
per 
diem 
payment 
for 
judges 
named under it. 
Previously such 
temporary judges received only $10 
daily expense payment. 
Under the new law, a hearing 
was started at Connersville to de­ 
termine whether Judge Wiles was 
too infirm to carry out his duties. 
The hearing, before Charles Baker 
as hearing commissioner, was re­ 
cessed April 18 when Judge Wiles 
decided to withdraw his opposition 
to the naming of a judge pro tem. 
Jam es B. Davison of Conners­ 
ville served for a time as tem ­ 
porary judge, having been named 
by Judge Wiles after the Supreme 
Court adopted its new rule last 
year. 
Davison indicated he was 
ready to resign the appointment 
when Judge Wiles filed his consent 
and 
request 
with 
the 
Supreme 
Court that it name a judge pro 
tempore.

President Asks Zhukov To Try To

WASHINGTON ^ —President Ei­ 
senhower has posed a tough test 


Df the power and good will of So­ 
viet Marshal Georgi Zhukov, com­ 
rade-in-arms of IO years ago. 
Ever since Eisenhower became 
president there has been specula­ 
tion that the friendly relationship 
which existed between the two men 
in the rule of occupied Germany 
might someday, in some way, help 
to bridge the gap between Moscow 
and Washington.

cents of the correspondence he said 
lad taken place. 
From other s o u r c e s it was 
earned that Zhukov initiated the 
orrespondence about three weeks 
go with an appeal to the Presi­ 
f t to bring about the return to 
tis parents of a Russian school- 
ioy who fled from East Berlin to 
Vest Berlin March 18. The boy, 
'aiery A. Lysikov, son of a lieu- 
enant colonel in the Soviet air 
arte, was returned April 9. U.S. 
uthorities at Berlin announced he 
ad decided he wanted to go home. 
Zhukov had forwarded to the

letter 
he 
received 


from Col. Lysikov. Zhukov had 
called the President a great hu- 
I manitarian, according to a respon- 
, sible account of the exchange, and 
said he knew the President would 
realize the anxiety of the family. 
Immediately after the boy’s re­ 
turn, 
Eisenhower 
wrote 
Zhukov 
calling it to his attention. He add­ 
ed that he hoped Zhukov could 
realize the anxiety of people whose 
sons were being detained in jails 
in Red China. 
Such words, going from the Pres­ 
ident to a member of the Soviet 
government, constituted not only 
an appeal but a challenge. They 
raised the question whether Zhu­ 
kov would want to do anything 
about Americans held in Red Chi­ 
na, whether the Soviet government 
would agree, and whether Soviet 
influence would prove persuasive 
with Red China.
